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Gala party masks Christmas woes o

Even though the Madison County 
Economic Opportunity Commission 
(EOC) closed down all of its*pro- 
grams, including the Head Start pro- 
gram, there was still a night of 
celebration for the Granite City 


Head Start Center last week. 
Through donations from some 
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area businesses and the children’s 
parents, a party for the preschoolers 
was conducted at the Granite City 
Bowl, a party which was supposed to 
be paid with Head Start funds and 
held in the Head Start Center on 
Logan Avenue. 

The freezing of EOC's assets and 


+ the closing of EOC’s buildings did 


not stop the party. ‘The children saw 
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Santa Claus and ate to their hearts’ 
content. 

Even with all the joys shared by 
the children, staff and parents at the 
party, the grim réality is that Head 
Start continues to be closed. 

Children have not been receiving 
instruction and therapy that is need- 
ed for them to adjust to elementary 
school since Dec. 8. Teachers and 
staff members, who are being paid 
at or slightly above the minimum 
wage, are having problems paying 
their bills because they have not 
been paid for weeks. 

A spokesman for the EOC pledged 
after a special meeting Saturday of 
the EOC board that Head Start will 
resume in January, whether spon- 
sored by the EOC or some other 


group. 

One child who desperately needs 
Head Start is a 5-year-old named 
Jamie. Jamie, who is physically 
handicapped, received both speech 
and physical therapy through the 
Head Start program. However, the 
fiscal problems of EOC have left her 
without much of the therapy. 

Head Start has gone without most* 
of its speech therapy programs this 
year because the program did not 
pay its bills to Southern Illinois 


University at Edwardsville for that 
service, Without money, the univer- 
sity could not send therapists out to 
the centers throughout the county. 

Some county school districts 
helped Head Start with speech 
therapy this year, but arrangements 
had ‘not been made with other 
districts, including the Granite City 
School District, to aid with therapy. 
Jamie received physical therapy 
with the help of the school district, 
but since classes were suspended, 
she has not attended those classes. 

Jamie’s mother, is bitter about 
EOC’s dealings with Head Start. 
‘All Head Start is about is the kids 
and nothing else,” she said. ‘‘As for 
EOC, [have no use for them at all. If 
the board members had any com- 
passion at all, they would let it go 
and let the kids go to classes."” 

When Jamie was asked whether 
she missed the classes, she smiled 
and nodded no. Shortly after that, 
she said she missed the people in the 
program. 

Before Jamie was enrolled in the 
program, she could not move or talk. 
Now, she is crawling often and talk- 
ing to some extent. She can now 
dress herslef, eat like other children 
and she can even walk occasionally. 
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More importantly, she is not afraid 
of other people. 

“Head Start has made Jamie a 
more outgoing person. It used to be 
that Jamie would be afraid because 
one of the other kids would make fun 
of her. Now she doesn’t let those 
kinds of things bother her and she 
has a lot of confidence in herself,” 
her mother said. 

For obvious reasons, she wants 
Head Start open as soon as possible. 

So does Pat Early, the education 
coordinator for the Head Start pro- 
gram. Mrs. Early also is troubled by 
events of the recent weeks. 

She isn’t suffering financially like 
many of her fellow staff members, 
but she is concerned that the 
children may not receive instruction 
if EOC is terminated as the sponsor 
of the Madison County program and 
the agency appeals the decision. 

“It's a shame that the board, in its 
actions, is not considering the 
children of the county who need the 
program,” Mrs. Early said. “We 
hope they relinquish the program so 
someone else can take over and the 
kidS can be served again.” 

Provided the classes resume soon, 
Mrs. Early said the children would 
not suffer from the suspension of 
services. Classes would. likely be 
held into early June to complete the 
school year. : 

On the other hand, Mrs. Early is 
concerned about the possible loss of. 


staff. Because employees have not” 


been paid for four weeks and have 
been laid off by the closing, they 
have begun the search for new jobs. 

“I think Head Start can recover, 
because we have a good staff. If we 
can keep most of them, we will 
recover, but we may lose a few good 
staff members because of this,” she 
said.

Starting Jan. 1, Illinois Bell’s 3.5 
million customers will find their 
average telephone bill will increase 
4,7 percent a month and the cost of 
making a call on a pay telephone will 
rise from 20 cents to 25 cents. 

Indications are, however, that the 

average customer in “Area C,” 
which includes the Quad-City area 
and comprises Bell service areas 
outside Chicago and its suburbs, 
where less population causes higher 
operating costs, will pay $1.92 more 
a month for 80 message units, an 8.7 
percent increase to $10.1 a month. 

The higher charges will result 
from a $92.7 million rate increase for 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co., which 
was approved Wednesday by the Il- 
linois Commeree Commission. 

In addition, customers will pay 
about 15 percent more for long 
distance calls within Illinois under a 
$29.1 million increase granted by the 
ICC to AT&T Communications of Il- 
linois, which will assume Bell’s long- 
distance service under terms of the 
antitrust breakup of American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. AT&T 
Communications had sought a 19 
percent boost. 

Under the ICC order, the number 
of free directory assistance calls 
allowed every month will decrease 
from eight to two. The charge for 
three or more calls will rise to 30 
cents each from the current 19 cents 
for extra calls. 

For the first time, the ICC set 
rates based on the cost of providing 


service in different geographic 
areas to reflect increasing competi- 
tion caused by the breakup of AT&T 
and by innovations in the tele- 
communications industry. 

A Bell spokesman said today that 
cost factors in service vary con- 
siderably where the population is 
more dense and available service is 
more efficient to the less populated 
regions, such as rural areas of the 
state. 

ICC Chairman Philip R. O'Conner 
said that to ease the impact of the 
rate increase of Area C customers, 
the commission had ordered Illinois 
Bell to refuned $14 million to them 
between Jan. 1 and Juily 1, which 


would amount to a monthly reduc- 


tion of $1.14 a month. 

O’Conner also said Illinois’ 
divestiture-rated rate increase 
would be the lowest in the country 
because of the state’s population 
density and widespread phone-line 
development. 

Illinois Bell had requested a $248 
million rate increase in a filing with 
the ICC last August, but scaled the 
request down to $192.4 million, a 10.9 
percent ‘boost, after revising 
estimates of operating costs follow- 
ing its Jan. 1 divestiture from AT&T. 

Carl E. Horn, Illinvis Bell ex- 
ecutive vice president for finance, 
said the utility was “disappointed” 
at the ICC ruling. 

Five of the six ICC commissioners 
approved the increase package.

Hypothermia, an abnormally low 
interrial body temperature caused 
by “exposure to the cold, kills 
thousands of people each year who 
are unaware of its lethal effects. 
Temperatures do not have to be 
below freezing for hypothermia to 
occur. Anyone with a body 
temperature of 95 degrees 
Fahrenheit or below is hypothermic. 

Most hypothermia victims are 
persons aged 65 or older. The 
Federal Emergency Managemefit 
Agency and the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheri¢ Administration, as 
part-ofeit’s ‘Survive Winter” cam- 
paign,. offers ‘fie following ‘infor- 
mation on hypethermia prevention 
and treatment/which is of particular 
importance to the elderly. 

The National Institute on Aging 
estimates that mere than 2.5 million 
older Americans are especially 


vulnerable to hypothermia, although 
infants also are particularly suscep- 
tible. 

Each year nearly 20,000 elderly 
citizens die from hypothermia. 
Thousands of these victims die in 
their own homes. Many hypo- 
thermia deaths are a result of cool 
temperatures indoors, rather than 
exposure to extremely cold weather 
outdoors. Many persons, faced with 
costly heating expenses, may find it 
difficult to keep themselves or their 
homes warm in cool temperatures. 
They simply may not realize they 
are becoming cold and their bodies 
may not adjust well to temperature 
change. 

Elderly persons with a poor diet or 
malnutrition, other illnesses, limited 
physical activity, or those using 
alcohol or certain types of prescrip- 
tion drugs (such as antidepressants, 


sedatives and tranquilizers) face a 
higher risk of developing hypo- 
thermia. Added hunger and fatigue 
also may increase its chances. 

Hypothermia, can worsen pre- 
existing conditions and and diseases 
in older adults. Many deaths are in- 
itiated by hypothermia, even though 
another diease is ultimately listed as 
the cause of death. 

Many myths exist regarding treat- 
ment of hypothermia victims (and 
others severely affected by the 
cold). Exercise, hot foods and hot 
drinks, body massage or alcoholic 
drinks do not heat a cold person. In 
fact, these actually speed up the rate 
of body cooling. 

Hypothermia is caused by a loss of 
body heat (primarily through the 
skin and through breathing). The 
body maintains its heat by narrow- 
ing the blood vessels in the skin, 
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Hypothermia is threat to the elderly in cold weather 


which réduces the flow of warm 
blood near the body’s surface. As the 
skin’s blood flow is increased, more 
heat is released from the body’s “‘in- 
ner core,” which cools of the body 
and lowers its interna] temperature. 

It is difficult to recognize hypo- 
thermia. As the body temperature 
drops, the victim becomes 
prgressively more physically and 
mentally confused. Memory is af- 
fected and logical thinking becomes 
impossible. The person may become 
too conftised to recognize the danger 
and seek help. Many victims die at 
home because their condition is 
often overlooked as simple dis- 
orientation. 

Precention and treatment of hypo- 
thermia at home is different from 
actions that should be taken out- 
doors.

Army offers educational financing as incentive 


‘The Army College Fund, an Army 
incentive program designed to help 
high school graduates accumulate 
more than $20,000 for continuing 
education, is now jn its third year as 
anationwide program. 

During the first two years of the 
Army College Fund, more than 
87,500 first-term soldiers met the 
citeria to be part of this program. 

The ‘Army ‘College Fund is an 
enrichinent to the Veterans Educa- 
tional Assistance Program (VEAP), 
the’ follow-on to the GI Bill, which 
was phased out in 1976. 

‘To be eligible for the Army College 

* Fund, the enlistee must take part in 
the VEAP and be a high school 
diploma graduate. The enlistee must 
also score in the top half on the en- 
trance examination (Armed Ser- 


vices Vocational Aptitude Battery), 
be entering the Army for the first 
time, and must enlist in one of some 
70 skill training specialties which 
are critical to Army needs. 

To gain full benefits from the Ar- 
my College Fund, the enrollee must 
enlist for three or more years, dur- 
ing which time the soldier will con- 
tribute $2,700 to an individualized 
education fund. The government 
matches that contribution $2 for one 
for a total of $8,100. An incentive of 
$12,000 is then added for a total of 
$20,100. 

The VEAP-Army College Fund en- 
titlement is maintained by the 
Veterans Administration. The 
money earned may be used for any 
educational program approved for 
payment of VA benefits. Money is

Soldiers may 
take part in the program by 
depositing as little as $25 per month 
up to the maximum of $100, but not 
to exceed $2,700. 

To allow maximum planning for 
the individual, the Amy College 
Fund may be tied in with the 
Delayed Entry Program (DEP). 

‘A high school senior may enlist in 
the Army DEP up to one year prior 
to reporting for active duty. This 


program allows the individual to 
reserve a training seat for skill 
training of choice, or for a duty sta- 
tion of choice, and to enter the Army 
upon graduation. 

By knowing that funds for continu- 
ing education will be available 
through the Army College Fund, 
students can plan for higher educa- 
tion during high school and know 
that a financial avenue is available 
to finance desired schooling. 

Upon entering the Army, the 
soldier can budget funds according- 
ly and begin making contributions to 
the Army College Fund to build 
toward the maximum benefit. 

Another option is to enlist for skill 
training which will pay. an enlist- 
ment bonus of up to $5,000. The 
enlistment bonus is in addition to, 
not part of, the Army College Fund, 
but the soldier would have the option 
of applying bonus money to continu- 
ing education. 

Full details on the Army College 
Fund, as well as all available options 
and incentives pertaining to an Ar- 
my enlistment, may be abtained by 
visiting one of the Army’s more than 
2,000 recruiting stations. 
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should make-sure their home is effi- 
ciently heated and insulated as well 
as possible. Persons should be 
careful to not overload fireplaces or 
to use charcoal stoves to heat rooms, 
because they emit poisonous carbon 
monoxide fumes. Using the gas 
range to heat the kitchen also is very 
dangerous without proper ventila- 
tion, especially when the top burners 
are used. 

If heating bills are a problem, a 
person can arrange to heat only one 
or two rooms of the home. Low- 
income families can get financial 
help on energy costs through state 
government programs. Local utility 
companies offer various home 
energy audits to help reduce fuel 
costs. 

Persons should also sleep warmly 
to prevent hypothermia. Home 
temperatures get cooler at night, so 
persons should make:sure their beds 
are warm, because hypothermia can 
begin in their sleep. Extra blankets 
and hot water bottles can help keep 
the body warm. is 

Other tips include: drying wet hair 
immediately and checking with a 
doctor to see if any medications be- 
ing used are affecting control of the 
body heat. 

‘To prevent hypothermia outdoors, 
persons should dress warmly. 
Clothing is the best defense against 
hypothermia because it insulates by 
trapping warm air between layers. 
Loose clothing traps more air than 
tight garments and allows greater 
freedom of movement. 

Clothing should be kept dry, since 


clothing that is moist or wet from 
rain, melting snow or perspiration 
reduces insulation and speeds the 
loss of body heat. 

Hands and feet should be kept 
warm and dry. These are the first 
parts of the body to become cold, so 
persons should avoid damp or wet 
socks and avoid tight jewelry or 
clothing which can restrict the flow 
of blood to the hands and feet. 


Symptoms of hypothermia include , ; 


confusion, disorientation, irritabili- 
ty, agressiveness, cool or cold skin, 
pale skin, low breathing and heart, 
rate, a swollen face, stiff muscles ; 
and poor coordination. 

Hypothermia is a serious, com- 
plicated medical condition requiring 
professional medical assistance. A 
hypothermia victim should be 
treated in a hospital. Persons should 
not try to rewarm the person at 
home, because improper treatment 
can cause sudden death from heart 
failure. 

While waiting for professional 
help to arrive, one should protect the. 
person from the cold with extra 
clothes, blankets, quilts or towels. 
Make sure to cover the victim's head 
and neck. 

One should never assume the 
hypothermia victim is dead or 
beyond recovery. There is a chance 
for recovery, even though the hypo- 
thermia victim appears to have 
died. 

Above all, one should keep calm 
and call for professional medical at- 
tention if someone appears to have 
hypothermia.

Holiday schedule, deadlines 
at secretary of state offices 


All Illinois secretary of state of- 
fices and facilities will be closed for 
Christmas and New Year's, Sec. of 
State Jim Edgar has announced. 

Downstate driver services 
facilities will be closed Saturday, 
Dec. 24, and Saturday, Dec.31, and 
will reopen Tuesday, Dec. 27, and 
Tuesday, Jan. 3. 

Edgar . also reminded Illinois 
motorists \that midnight Saturday, 
Dec. 31, is the deadline to display 
1984 expiration stickers on company- 
owned and leased passenger cars, 
and motorcycles and mopeds, and 
1984° miscellaneous calendar and 
two-year license plates. 

Although it is too late to send ap- 
plications by mail to receive stickers 
or plates by the display deadline, 
many of the stickers and plates may 
be purchased over the counter in 
Springfield and at some banks. 

Company-Owned and motorcycle 
and moped stickers are available at 
secretary of state facilities in Spr- 
ingfield and Chicago and at 1,499 
financial, institutions, including 617 
banks, 180 savings and loan associa- 
tions, 16 credit unions and 600 
Chicago area currency exchanges 

Leased stickers are available only 
at the Springfield office, three major 
Chicago facilities and the walk-in 
facility (for 10 applications or less) 


at 157 N. Wells in Chicago. 

Effective Sunday, Jan. 1, 1984, 
anyone driving one of the above 
vehicles with an expired orange 
December 1983 sticker will be sub- 
ject to g fine for improper registra- 
tion. 

Edgar said annual recreational 
vehicle and trailer plates may be 
purchased at secretary of state 
facilities in Springfield and Chicago.

Under the law governing the 
Superfund list, the owner of the site 
ean be charged up to three times the 
cost of the cleanup.

‘THE PRICE-TO remove the lead 
pile‘has been unofficially estimated 
at $20 million, with the study costs 
being estimated at $500,000. 

“Jf the cost for the cleanup cannot 
be paid by the owner of the site, 
(faracorp says they can’t) then the 
cost will be absorbed by the tax- 
payer,” a statement issued by the 
lead company said. 

John Muraro, IEPA spokesman, 
said Wednesday that the environ- 
mental | organization did not know 
that) Taracorp was requesting this 
type of resolution until Wednesday. 
“we've been negotiating with 
‘Taracorp the last eight months and 


there’s been no resolution’ to any of 
the major points. 

“WE STILL FEEL very strongly 
that the lead plant is causing a 
serious health problem that must be 
resolved. To withdraw the lead pile 
from the Superfund list would be ab- 
bregating our duty to the public. We 
are not prepared to de that,” he said. 

Presently 11 Illinois sites have 
been named to the Superfund list. 
Nationwide, there .are 400 sites on 
the list, which still is being expand- 
ed. Muraro said that there is no 
deadline for a site to be named to the 
Superfund list. The sites are being 
cleaned up in segments. 

Tony R. Lindsay, senior vice- 
president for Taracorp, said if the 
site is not placed on the Superfund 
list, the lead company would agree 
to cover the pile with plastic or dirt, 
as was suggested by the IEPA in a 
consent decree. OTHER 
IMPROVEMENTS suggested in the 
decree included’ dust controls on 
plant grounds and improvements to 
the smelter and fabricating process. 

Also during Sobel’s statement 
Tuesday, he mentioned that since 
the lead smelter had been shut down 
and work on the lead pile had been 
stopped, the company had been well 
within the air standards for lead. “If 
we wouldn’t have registered that 7.3 
on the lead air quality report, this 
whole problem would never have 
started. People would have left us 
alone.”’ 

Since that time, Sobel pointed out 
that the air standards have been bet- 
ter. Although he could not say for 
sure, he suggested that the reason 
for the one high reading may have 
been caused by dusty conditions 
which occurred when St. Louis Lead 
Recyclers was doing reclamation 
work on the slag pile. 

IEPA officials said in a report that 
they felt the high reading had been a 
result of smelter emissions. 

LINDSAY SAID the plant present- 
ly has no plans to reopen its lead 


smelting operation, but if the price - 


of lead becomes attractive, the plant 
would consider reopening the 
smelter. He said it would, at that 
time, make the improvements the 
IEPA had suggested for the smelter.

Hunters took 7,781 deer during the 
second.half of the season, making 
the total count 4,595 more than dur- 
ing the record season of 1982. 
Hunters took an unofficial total of 
19,471 deer during the first three 
days of the season. 

During the season, hunters record- 
ed a 33.3 percent success ratio-one 
deer being taken for each three 
firearm hunting permits issued. 

Hunting during the second half of 
the season parallelled the first half, 
with the best hunting taking place in 
west-central Illinois, between the II- 
linois and Mississippi rivers. Other 
good hunting areas included the 
counties in northwest Illinois and 
counties in the Shawnee National 
Forest. 

The top producing county during 
the 1983 season was Pike. Hunters 
there took 1,113 whitetail. Jo Daviess 
County gunners took 1,023 deer, 
followed by Pope with 812, Hancock 
with 763, Brown with 591, Carroll 
with 597, and Fulton with 543. 

Only one deer hunting accident 
was reported during the second half 
of the season when a hunter was shot 
in the foot.

tion of Inependence and the U.S. 
Constitution as the three great 
documents that launched our in- 
dependent nation. Without the Trea- 
ty of Paris, the other two documents 
would have been ineffective, it was 
noted. 

Even though the United States has 
signed many treaties, fhe Treaty of 
Paris is considered the most impor- 
tant successful and permanent trea- 
ty that any nation has ever signed. 
‘This treaty has even perpetuated the 
friendship of the waring nations that 
were involved in the original treaty. 

During the war years leading up to 
the signing of the treaty, Thomas 
Paine’s pamphlet, ‘‘Common 
Sense,” with those familiar words 
“These are the times that try men’s 
souls...” provided the: boost to- the 
sagging morale of the troops. 

Even though five founding fathers 
were to negotiate in Paris on behalf 
of the American people, much of the 
time in 1782 Benjamin Franklin, who 
was 77 years old, was the sole 
negotiator. Mr. Franklin’s strategy 
involved four “necessary” points as 
well as four ‘advisable’ points, 
which could also be ‘‘talking points’’ 
or “give aways.” Franklin was con- 
vinced by some of the other team 
members to negotiate separately 
and secretly with England. even 
though their orders from the U.S. 
Congress were to keep the govern- 
ment of France informed fully at all 
times. This secret negotiating was 
eventually praised by the French 
when they learned of the good terms 
secured in the preliminary treaty 

The 1783 Treaty of Paris has been 
the most lasting of any international 
settlement ever made and has pro- 
duced the greatest blessing for 
civilization as a whole, the program 
chairmen explained.

This concept has been outlined by 
Russell L. Chappell, mathematics 
department chairman, as the 
Granite City school district’s 
Citizens Advisory Council (CAC) 
continues its 1983-84 review of the 
high school curriculum. 

a Purpose of the CAC sttidy is to 

‘better understand the problems 
facing education today.” Local input 
is being encouraged in District Nine 
as high schools across the nation 
adapt ‘to expanded tasks and 
challenges in the mid and late 1980s. 

Considerable effort on the part of 
Granite City students is being 
recommended as a way of assuring 
that their grades and learning will 
have meaning and a favorable .im- 
pact on their lives. 

Chappell comments, ‘During con- 
ferences with students, I emphasize 
that, without the possibility of 
failure, success cannot be 
measured. Also, the idea about all of 
us beihg created equal applies in the 
eyes of the Almighty but an in- 
dividual is ‘the one and only person 
held accountable for his or her 
achievements. 


“All that is. possible and honest 
should be done to exploit our talents, 
no matter how vast or minimal they 
are. 

“To motivate students to attempt 
achievement at a level they believe 
to be impossible is difficult. Many 
students will take the path of lesser 
resistance. 

“To convince students’ that their 
own choices are not going to 
challenge them—or enhance their 
opportunity to reach goals commen- 
surate with their abilities—has been 
aconcern. 

“Students who are identified as 
having learning disabilities need a 
curriculum in the area of 
mathematics that allows them to 
proceed toward their capacities, just 
as~gifted students need their cur- 
riculum. 


“Behavioral problems~no longer 
interfere with a student’s right to 
learn.or the teacher’s right to teach. 
All are informed that interference 
with these rights will not be 
tolerated in our mathematics 
department. 


“The teacher is held responsible 
for education of the students. The 
administration is held responsible 
for the facilities in which this educa- 
tion is to take place. 

“The student of high school age 
should be responsible for the proper 
attitude conducive to learning. If the 
student does not accept this respon- 


Workshop studies uses for 
Non-Game Check-Off funds 


Department of Conservation 
Director David Kenney told a group 
of approximately 150 citizens involv- 

} ‘in various conservation organiza- 
tions that funds generated by the 
recently passed Non-Game Check- 
Off Legislation must produce ‘‘con- 
crete achievements” in a reasonable 
period of time. 

Kenney’s remarks came at the 
conclusion of anlall-day workshop at 
Sangamon State University this 
month. The meeting was designed to 
elicit public opinion on a variety of 
issues and establish priorities for the 
Non-game Wildlife Conservation 
Fund. 
| ‘The’ new legislation allows in- 
dividuals to contribute up to $10 of 
‘their state income tax refund, or $20 
if filing a joint return, for conserva- 
tion uses. The money will be 
directed toward programs for 
wildlife not normally hunted, which 
ranges from river otters and bald 
eagles to bird-voiced tree frogs and 
deertoe mussels. 

‘The conference was designed to 
allow ticipants to note specific 
wildlife needs and problems, and 
establish an order of importance. 
Workshops were held dealing with 


species, habitats and programs. 
Results will be incorportaed into a 


document scheduled for publication | 


in January, Director Kenney. ex- 
plained. The information will be 
useful in assisting the Department of 
Conservation in developing a com- 
prehensive program responsive to 
the pbulic’s concerns, he added. 

Conference partcipants included 
members of the sponsoring agen- 
cies, including DOC, Audubon Coun- 
cil of Illinois, Illinois Audubon Socie- 
ty, Illinois Chapter of the Wildlife 
Society, Ilnois Wildlife Federation, 
Izaak Walton League and the Great 
Lakes Chapter of the Sierra Club. 

Kenny told participants that in one 
day they had made a “remarkable 
achievement in struggling for clari- 
ty of thought in an effort to come to 
grips and achieve consensus with 
the real problems that confront con- 
servationists. 

“These meetings today have pro- 
vided the department with a reser- 
voir of guidance,”’ Kenny said. He 
challenged participants to monitor 
the department’s implementation of 
the new non-game programs, and 
assist in the efforts to achieve suc- 
cess. 
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sibility,- that student should be 
separated from the responsible 
students and allowed to pursue 
whatever endéavors are considered 
appropriate. 

“Society is frightened of this idea, 
as evidenced by legislation in Illinois 
that, in part, states that students 
‘must be kept in public schools until 
they reach the age of 18. 

“It is difficult enough to provide 
curriculum for students who want to 
learn, and practically impossible to 
do so for students who have no in- 
terest whatever in mathematics. 
‘These disinterested students see no 
need for mathematics applications 
beyond the elementary skills in their 
society. 

“Students need to be ‘sold’ on 
mathematics, excited as to the 
needs and uses of mathematics, and 
motivated to learn as much 
mathematics as can be comprehend- 
ed with study,” Chappell believes. 

“A ninth grade student should be 
made aware of his or her future 
needs. 

“Instead .of a cultivated fear of 
algebra, every effort should be 
made to convince the student to 
enter high school mathematics by 
taking algebra, as, opposed to 
repeating eighth grade skills in the 
ninth grade building. 

“Provisions are built into the pre- 
sent curriculum that give students 
the opportunity to take mathematics 
equivalent to one and a half years of 
calculus. 

“In order for students to do this, 
they must follow a rigid 
mathematics curriculum beginning 
with algebra in the ninth grade 

“Horizontal and vertical flexibili- 
ty in the traditional mathematics 
progression of courses is necessary 
so that all who arrive to complete 
the sequence have that opportunity. 

“To prepare students to succeed in 
mathematics in any college or 
university in this country is our goal. 
This makes it necessary to constant- 
ly review and evaluate our existing 
curriculum to be* sure the cur- 
riculum is in vogue. ; 

“Curriculum needs for: secondary 


e algebra - 


Granite City (I11.) Pre: 


students (junior high and high 
school) are a major concern. Every 
effort must be made to meet each 
student's needs in the mathematics 
curriculum. 

“Education and experience are 
needed to build the skills necessary 
for students to take their places in 
society, knowing that many options 
are available to them.”” 

A flow chart of the GCHS math 
curriculum begins with four entry 
levels for freshmen—developmental 
math, general math, algebra or ac* 
celerated algebra, and geometry or 
accelerated geometry 

The chart contains many arrows 
marking varied paths. Both vertical 
and horizontal flexibility are provid- 
ed to accommodate the precise 
needs of a specific student. 

Use of microcomputers is included 
for virtually all students. 

‘The GCHS computer laboratory is 
the scene of a lunch-hour offering, 
with pass-fail credit. 

Computer science classes present 
more intensive study of computer 
languages and usages. 

Tutoring services are provided. 
Advanced math students give of 
their time to assist pupils who need 
help, particularly those needing help 
at the ninth and tenth grade levels. 

Although a wide range of courses 
is offered, majors and minors in 
high school math at Granite City 
High School do not include course 
work in general math, developmen- 
tal math and career math. 

‘As Chappell sees it, ‘Perhaps 
there should be a course, upper 
level, of technical mathematics as a 
survey course. 

“This would serve to challenge the 
students who are heading for a voca- 
tional school or trade school. At the 
least, we may wish to remove 
‘planket’ accelerated credit from 
the present trigonometry. and col- 
lege algebra courses.” 

‘Are there worries about present 
procedures? The department chair- 
man poses the question and 
responds: 

“Far too many are repeating 
general math in the ninth grade. 
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‘There is the trend of taking the less- 
resistant path. 

“And there is the old story that ‘T 
took algebra and never use it.’ This 
has permeated our society, even 
though the truth is: 

“The more mathematics educa- 
tion a person has is directly propor- 
tional to higher potential earning 
power.” 

Chappell continues, “We, as a 
society, do not insist that our son or 
daughter prepare to study algebra 
as a ninth grader because of the na- 
tional trend of the last two decades 
to expect less from our children. 

“Tf the student cannot succeed 
(with effort not a factor), the trend 
has been to offer something he or she 
can achieve, eliminating the chance 
for failure. 

“But failure can be a motivator. 
The tendency has been to allow our 
children to avoid failure by taking 
the path of lesser resistance, but we 
feel this is a mistake. 

“Solutions could include offering 
no general math at the high school, 
while keeping a course for persons 


- who have been identified as having a 


learning disability in math, using 
standardized test results. The 
course could be named to reflect the 
minimum expectations of the par- 
ticipating students. 

“If a student does not prepare 
himself or herself to take algebra as 
a ninth grader, we could offer a, no- 
credit tuition-paid summer school 
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vital for GC math success 


course to allow for further prepra- 
tion.”” 

Chappell concludes, “If we expect 
to hold teachers accountable for a 
pupil’s learning achievements, we 
must allow them to hold their 
students accountable for reasonable 
efforts to learn. 

“A school should not allow any 
pupil to occupy a good teacher’s 
time and the school's facilities if that!’ 
student is unwilling or unable to con-" 
tribute substantial efforts of his or 
her own toward learning achieve- 
ment. 

“The teacher is responsible for 
tedching; the school is responsible 
for providing a. good learning en- 
vironment. 

“The parent is responsible for pro- 
viding a student who wants to learn. 
Success has no meaning or value in 
the absence of the possibility of 
failure.” ,

ecumenical leader dies

The Lind * Alexander Schmemann, 
62, Dean of St. Viadimir’s Orthodox 
Theologic&l Seminary in Crestwood, 
N. ¥., ahd a leading Orthodox 
theologian, died Dec. 13, 1983, of 
cancer at his home. 

Born in 1921 in Estonia to.a family 
of Russian emigres, he spent his 
youth in France, where he received 
his secondary and university educa- 
tion.’ He also completed theological 
studies atthe Orthodox Theological 
Institute bf St. Serfius in Paris, 
which wag then the center of Rus- 
sian Orthddox scholarship following 
the turmojl of the Russian Revolu- 
tion of 1917, 

Ordained to the Orthodox 
priesthood in 1946, he taught church 
history at St. Sergius until 1951, 
when he was invited to join the facul- 
ty of St. Viadimir’s in New York. He 
was quickly recognized as a leading 
exponent of Orthodox liturgical 
theology, which sees the liturgical 
tradition of the church as a major 
sign and expression of the Christian 
faith. 5 

Besides teaching at St. Vladimir's, 
‘Rev. imemann| held positions of 
adjunct | professor at Columbia 
University, New. York University, 
Union Seminary and General 
Theological Seminary in New York, 
and was a popular guest lecturer at 
many. universities throughout the 
country He was also active as a 

restive of the Orthodox 
Church in the. ecumenical move- - 
ment, jjnd held positions in the 
Youth Ifepartment and the Commis- 
sion on Faith and Order of the World 
Council bf Churches. 

Dean/of St. Viadimir's Seminary 
‘since 1962, he was instrumental in 
educating a generation of Orthodox 
priests. During his tenure, the 
Seminaty achieved wide recognition 
as a cehter of Orthodox theological 
studies: 

In 1970, he was active in the 
establighment of the autocephalous 
Orthoddx Church in America, which , 
at thatitime, became officially in- 
dependent from | the Russian Or- 
thodox#Church, and dedicated itself 
to they unity of} Orthodox ethnic 
jurisdigtions in this country. During 
the mi@ 1970's he visited the Quad- 
City area. 


While committed to the cause of 
an Orthodox Church which wuld be 
united and American, Rey. 
Schmemann always remained con- 
cerned with the fate of belivers in 
the Soviet Union. For 30 years, his 
sermons were broadcast in Russian 
on ‘Radio Liberty’’ and gained Rev. 
Schmemann a broad following 
across the Soviet Union. Alexander 
Solzhenitzyn, who while still in the 
Soviet Union was one of his auditors, 
remained his friend after 
emigrating to the West. 

Rev. Schmemann published over a 
dozen books which received wide 
circulation, including For the Life of 
the World; Introduction to 
Liturgical Theology; Ultimate Ques- 
tions; Church, World, Mission; and 
numerous articles and tracts! For 
the Life of the Word, a popular! 
volume on Christian faith as 
reflected in liturgy, was translated 
into eleven languages and remains 
one of the most popuar works on 
Christianity for the general public 
He completed a major study on the 
Eucharist only weeks before his 
death. ¢ 

Rev. Schmemann held honorary 
degrees from Butler University, 
General Theological Seminary, 
Lafayette College, Iona College, and 
Holy Cross Greek Orthodox School 
of Theology. He is survived by his 
wife Juliana, former headmistress 
of Spence School in New York, and 
now teaching at the Brearly School,

Kidnapping, child sexual 
abuse—it would be nice if the world 
were free of such concerns, but since 
it isn’t it helps to know how to pro- 
tect children from these dangers, 
PTA today says. Articles in the 
December-Januaryvissue of the Na- 
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tional PTA’s magazine discuss 
abuse, and ways parents can keep 
their children safe on the streets. 
Child sexual abuse is a topic fre- 
quently avoided by parents because 
they do not believe it can happen to 
“their” child, says Beverly Slan, an 
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hild.abuse, abduction 


active member of the Washington 
School PTA in Glenview, U1., and 
author of one of the articles in PTA 
Today. ‘No child, anywhere, is im- 
mune to the possibility of being sex- 
ually abused,” she adds. < 

Most parents worry that sexual 
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abuse offenders are strangers, when 
in actuality they are more likely to 
be persons one might least suspect. 
In the article, Irv Miller, assistant 
state’s attorney in Cook County, ad- 
vises parents, “Don’t be so trusting. 
Ihave seen cases where the offender 
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was a youth organization leader, a 
church teacher—one case even in- 
volved a therapist at a children’s 
hospital.” 

Such offenders usually gain the 
child's confidence in order to 
establish a close, unbreakable bond. 
‘The child oftrn admires the offender 
and would not turn him in, or is 
simply embarrassed and frightened 
to admit the abuse. 

Better communication and educa- 
tion are the keys to protecting 
children from sexual abuse, ac- 
cording to Beverly Slain; an open 
relationship between parents and 
children will help adults feel com- 
fortable about giving children in- 
formation on sexual abuse, and also 
help children feel close enough to 
their parents not to be afraid to tell 
them anything. 

Many PTAs sponsor fingerprin- 
ting programs. for children, which 
former New York State PTA Presi- 
dent Joan Ball likens to an insurance 

_ policy—‘something parents hope 
they never have to use, but are im- 
portant to have if needed." 

PTAs are adopting guidelines, 
working with police departments, 
and have even otained funding for 
these programs. 

Since fingerprinting is only a 
means of identifying children but 
cannot pevent child abduction, 
parents should consider preventive 
measures to protect their children, it 
is asserted in an article in PTA To- 


day.

children, suggests the following: 

1, Don’t leave children unattended 
in vulnerable places, such as a park- 
ed car, in public bathrooms, or 
anywhere in shopping malls. 

2. Adopt a family code work and 
instruct your children never to go- 
anywhere with an adult—even one 
they know well—unless the code 
word is given first. . 

3. Keep young children—up to age 

six—under adult supervision at all 
times. . 
‘4. Make sure children age four and 
older know their own telephone 
numbers and how to make long- 
distance calls. 

5. Most important, talk to children 
about the possibility of kidnapping, 
and teach them how to get help if 
they are abducted. 

Another way many PTAs have 
helped protect children is by star- 
ting block parent programs. 
Typically, block parents agree to 
watch for children when they walk to 
and from school. 

If children feel ill, frightened, lost, 

or are being followed or bothered by, 
someone, they are welcome at block 
homes identified by signs placed in 
their windows. The National PTA 
isays it is crucial to involve local 
ipolice departments in the planning, 
regulating and screening of 
volunteers for such programs.

The Madison County Center for

Tax changes effective Jan. 1 


Effective Jan. 1, there will be a 
few changes in the sales taxes for 
Granite City residents. 

Presently, tangible personal pro- 
perty receipts (general merchan- 
dise) are taxed at six percent within 
the corporate city limits of Granite 
City. That six percent breaks down 
to four percent going to the state, 
one percent being a municipal tax, 
one-quarter of a percent going to 
mass transit and three-quarters of a 
percent being a city tax. 

After Jan. 1, this general mer- 
chandise tax will be increased to 
seven percent. The only difference 
in the individual breakdowns is that 
the state will be receiving an addi- 
tional one percent, or five percent of 
the tax. 


‘The other tax that will be changing 
is the food and drug assessment. 
‘This levy is placed on non-prepared 
foods and non-prescription drugs
